General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  District. 

The  Whitworth  Hospital  is  available  for  the  use  of  the 
area,  with  an  Isolation  Annexe  containing  six  beds  for  Scarlet 
Fever  Cases. 

A  District  Nursing  Association  was  formed  during 

the  year. 

A  Cookery  Centre  has  been  formed  in  connection  with 
the  Schools  of  this  and  adjoining  districts,  and  appears  to  be  doing 
good  service  in  the  training  of  the  older  children  and  is  much 
appreciated  by  the  parents. 

Public  Health  Officers. 

A  Part-time  Sanitary  Inspector,  half  salary  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

Midwives . 

There  are  two  practising  in  the  District. 

Sanitary  Circumstance  of  the  Area. 

Water. 

The  Water  supply  is  constant  and  sufficient.  The 
rapid  increase  in  house  building  will  make  it  necessary  in  the  near 
future  to  obtain  additional  supplies.  The  Acquisition  of  the 
Sydnope  watershed  will  prove  very  beneficial. 

The  number  of  houses  obtaining  supplies  from  the 
Council’s  mains  is  672. 

The  Water  Supply  is  from  the  Millstone  Grit  Measures, 
and  is  of  exceptional  purity,  has  five  degrees  of  hardness  and  the 
possibility  of  contamination  remote,  the  springs  being  from  che 
uplands  at  a  height  of  800  feet. 

The  Council  have  also  purchased  the  Rowsley  and 
Tinkersley  waters  for  the  Northern  end  of  the  district. 

Pollution  of  Rivers. 

There  is  a  certain  amount  of  pollution  of  the  streams 
as  there  is  no  disposal  works.  There  are  a  number  of  tanks  for 
the  interception  of  solids. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  extension  of  the  sewers  is  being-  gradually  taken 
in  hand.  The  question  of  disposal  works  is  having  consideration. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

This  is  as  follows  :  Water  Closets,  446.  Waste 
Water  Closets,  109.  Pails,  14.  Privies,  379.  The  conversions 
of  privies  is  proceeding. 

Scavenging. 

This  is  undertaken  by  the  Council,  and  is  done 

fortnightly. 

Offensive  Trades,  etc. 

There  are  none  in  this  district. 


Schools. 

These  were  not  closed  for  infectious  outbreaks,  the 
condition  of  the  schools  is  very  satisfactory  ;  they  are  provided 
with  Water  Closers  and  have  water  for  drinking  purposes  from 
the  Council’s  mains. 

Housing  Statistics  for  the  year  1925-26. 

The  number  built  during  the  year  was  48. 

The  question  of  a  subsidy  for  the  erection  of  houses  is 
having  the  consideration  of  the  Council. 

All  new  houses  are  provided  with  water  closets,  and  a 
considerable  proportion  with  baths. 

New  Bye-laws  for  Streets  and  Buildings  were  adopted 
in  February,  1925. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

Milk  Supply. 

All  milk  is  procured  and  supplied  by  a  considerable 
number  of  resident  farmers. 

No  action  has  been  necessary  with  regard  to 
tuberculous  milk. 

All  milk  producers  are  registered  and  licensed. 
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Meat  Supply. 

No  Meat  was  condemned  in  1925. 

No  carcases  were  condemned  for  tuberculosis. 
Slaughterhouses  are  visited  regularly  and  times  for 
slaughtering  are  received  by  the  Council. 

Meat  marking  is  not  adopted. 

There  are  no  public  slaughterhouses.

There  was  an  outbreak  of  mumps  during  the  year. 


Tuberculosis. 

Six  cases  were  notified  to  me.  There  were  three  deaths. 
Of  the  six  cases,  four  were  lung  descare,  and  two  cases  of  neck 
glands.  The  ages  of  the  lung  cases  were  respectively  20,  24,  29, 
and  35  years,  and  of  the  glandular  oves,  4  and  8  years.  None  of 
the  cases  were  of  the  type  known  as  Stone-Mason’s  Phthisis. 
One  case  was  imported  into  the  district. 

There  was  one  Shelter  used. 

The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  established  by  the 
County  Council  at  Matlock  has  been  of  great  service. 

The  Beds  of  the  Walton  Sanatorium  are  available 
when  required. 

Veneral  Diseases. 

Departments  for  both  sexes  are  provided  at  Derby 
Royal  Infirmary. 
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Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Pueperal  Fever  or  Ophthalmea 
Neanatorum.
